national policy and assure her of 
a sincere welcome into the so- 
ciety of free nations under in- 
stitutions of her own choosing; 
and, more than a welcome, as- 
sistance also of every kind that 
she may need and may herseif 
desire. The treatment accorded 
Russia by her sister nations in 
the months to come will be the 
acid test of their good will, of 
their comprehension of her needs 
as distinguished from their own 
interests. and of their intelligent 
and unselfish sympathy.” 

Now. those whore thought in 
those days as General MacAr- 
thur now thinks defeated Wood- 
row Wilson’s plan. They chose 
a course which led to World 
War II.

ations had won. We all know 
that when the Russian revolu- 
tion began. it was not in Commu- 
nist hands.

This week in Washington, where they haven't been 
able tc decide if red is red and if the dollar should be 
worth :5 or 20 cents. they’re supposed to determine if 
baseball is legal. In other words, such inestimable char- 
acters as Jpe Engel, Joe DiMaggio, Joe Reardon and Joe 
Tripod (a three-armed pitcher) will find out from a bunch 
of Congressional Joes if they’ve been living in sin all these 


years. 

This reminds me of the befuddlement that struck a prominent 
moonshine manufacturing family up my way when converged upon 
by Government agents. The revenoo gents dismantled the family’s 

q neat little factory in the hollow and told 
the folks what they’d been doing wasnt 
legal. 

“Wal, I swow,” said the old man of the 

- house. “It may be dislegal, but we’se been 
*‘ making our livin’ on it for three genera- 
, tions.” 

It was a shame, but the old hillbilly had 
to learn a new profession at his advanced 
age. Last I heard, he was doing famously. 

' He’d discovered some _ witch’s potion, 
called it Hadacol and was worth millions.

the lingo. Thev're leading off with Ty Cobb, who's as natural a 
third-place hitter as ever lived. 

The whipping boy in this crucial fight for the life of the game 
{fs a contract clause that holds a player in reserve from season to sea- 
¢on. In other words, he is bound to one club as that club’s property, 
and he can be traded about as a man trades horses or goats. It is the 
foundation of the industry known as Organized Baseball, for it pre- 
vents club-hopping and protects the club owners one against the 
other. 


The Bogeyman Reserve Clause 


Without the reserve clause. for instance, you ‘might find Maury 
McDerrrott giving the Boston Red Sox his two weeks’ notice, with 
the explanation that “I’ve been offered a better job with more pay 
by the Braves. Over there I won’t have to pitch anything but nine- 
‘inning games.” 

The reserve clause; situated near the end of all player contracts 
reads this way: 

“On or before February 1 of the year next following the last 
playing season covered by this contract. the club may tender to 
the player a contract for the term of that year by mailing the 
same to the player at his address following his signature hereto, 
or if none be given. then at his last address on record with club. 
If prior to March 1 next succeeding February 1, the player and 
the club have not agreed upon the terms of such contract, then 
on or before 10 days after said March 1, the club shali have the 
right by written notice to the player at said address to renew this 
contract for the period of one year on the same terms, except 
that the amount payable to the player shall be such as the club 
shall fix in said notice: provided, however, that said amount, if 
fixed by a major league club shall be an amount payable at a 
rate not less than 75% of the rate stipulated for the eaiine 
year.” 

This is regarded in some quarters as legalized slavery. It could 
be. if ill-usei. But it isn’t. Baseball club owners, in my opinion, 
have kept good faith with the plavers. There are no bounds for the 
financial success of a bov or man with talent. In what other line 
can he make $10.000. or $20,000 or even $100,000 a year? 


Cobb, the Capitalistic Example 


Baseball has taken the rawest country clod, put well-tailored 
clothes on his back, roomed and boarded him in the highest class 
hotels, given him an entree to the homes of a social level he'd never 
have crashed and made him see the advantage of acquiring a parlor 
manner. He has come out of the game ‘wealthy and with a life that 
would never have been made available to him but for baseball. 

This is perhaps the primary reason for summoning Cobb. He 
represents best what baseball can do for the player willing to 
take advantage of its opportunities. He rose from Royston to 
riches in the game and now lives the life of a California million- 


aire. 


Several players now have suits pending against baseball 
aimed at the vulnerable reserve clause. Jim Pendergast, Boy 
Tepler, Walt Kowalski and Ernie Toolson are four of the names 
I can remember.

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Unfit Attendants at Milledgeville 


Georgians will not permit their indigna- 
tion to coo] at the shocking indignities in- 
flicted on patients by attendants at the 
Milledgeville State Hospital. 

The people are puzzled and concerned 
over the misdemeanor sentences—payment 
of light fines—handed down for three for- 
mer attendants charged with murder in 
the strangulation death of a patient. 

- There is no way of knowing whether 
all unfit attendants have been weeded out, 
or whether similar outrages may occur in 
the future. 

The trial of the three charged with the 
death of the patient centered public atten- 

‘tion on what many have known for a long 

time—that the problem of suitable attend- 
ants at the hospital is a critical one, de- 
manding immediate correction. | 

Even when there were less than a dozen 
doctors at Milledgeville hospital to care 
for more, than 10,000 patients, unskilled, 
untrained attendants caused more com- 
plaints than lack of proper medical care. 

In the past two vears or so a great 
many improvements have been made at 
the hospital. The medical staff has been 
expanded. Buildings are being added and 

» antiquated, fire-trap quarters eliminated. 
- Psychiatric care is available. 

_ But the attendants are, for the most 
. part, unqualified for the exacting nature 
. of their duties. There are exceptions, of 
' course. Some attendants see to their own 
‘ qualification. They take pride in their 
* work and pleasure in the progress of the 
patients under their care. But they are, 
unfortunately, in the minority. 


Under present regulations a person 
need only to have completed the fifth 
grade in school or “be able to read, write 
and calculate” to get a job as an attendant 
at Milledgeville hospital. The pay of an 
attendant of the lowest grade to start is 
$135 a month—after the 36 per cent raise 
which automatically became effective when 
the hospital came under merit system 
regulations. 

That is hardly sufficient to attract the 
caliber personnel needed for such impor- 
tant duties. 

Hospital authorities now are making 
plans to set up a nursing school, includ- 
ing a clinic at which attendants “would 
be “briefed” on their duties. 

There are serious doubts as to whether 


. mere briefing will turn an unfit person 


into a capable attendant. There must first 
be extreme care in selection. And then 
should come an intensive training period— 
not merely a lecture on the duties the 
attendant is expected to perform. He 
should be trained in the proper care and 
handling of patients and brought to under- 
stand his own responsibilities. 

Moreover, the long list of shocking prac- 
tices at the hospital revealed at the trial, 
and by complaint through the years, indi- 
cates discipline of attendants is far from 
effective. 

There ought to be a thorough re-exami- 
nation of the selection, hiring and training 
of attendants. And those guilty of mis- 
treatment of patients should be dismissed. 
The public will not continue to tolerate 
outrages against helpless mental cases, 


Another Area Seeks an. Elevator 


Farmers and others vitally interested ° 


in farming in the Athens area have raised 
almost enough money for the construction 
of a grain elevator and hope to complete 
their drive for funds in the next few 
days. | 

. According to a story in The Athens 
Banner-Herald, $60,000 of a $75,000 goal 
has already been subscribed. An extensive 
two-week campaign is expected to raise 
the other $15,000. 


Thus does this rich agricultural area 
follow the example of other sections in 
Georgia in moving to get a much-needed 
facility for storage of grain. : 

As Georgia continues to develop a diver- 
sified agriculture, which includes more and 
more grain and legumes, the need for grain 
elevators is intensified. 

These towering structures, compara- 
tively new to the Georgia horizon, have a 
definite place in our new way of farming. 


Why Not Observe All Holidays on Friday? 


There comes to our desk a suggestion 
that all national holidays be celebrated au- 
tomatically on Friday of the week in 
which they occur. 

That, it seems to us, is a sensible pro- 
posal. It would be less disrupting to nor- 
mal routine. It would provide a longer holi- 
day to the millions of workers who 
get Saturday off anyway. And it would 
mean a big saving to industry because 
buildings and factories would not have to 
be opened and closed twice within a single 
week. 


Who would say, for instance, there 
would have been any less enthusiasm in 
celebrating Independence Day this year on 
Friday, July 6, rather than on Wednesday, 
the actual anniversary of the signing of 
the Declaration? On the contrary, we sus- 
pect there would have been more real en- 
joymeént of the occasion for the simple rea- 
son that a week’s work would have been 
finished and most people would have been 
free until Monday. 

At least, it is something to think about. 


Manpower Waste in the Armed Forces 


The investigation of the armed forces’ 
“chair corps” now planned by a committee 
headed by Sen. Lyndon Johnson, Texas 
Democrat, is a belated but welcome one. 

It long has been known the armed forces 
are prodigal wasters of manpower. Russia 
gets far more return in fighting effective- 
ness from the some number of men as 
this country. A Soviet division of 10,800 
men is, for all practical purposes, as pow- 
erful as an American division of 18,900. 

But the waste of manpower is even 
better illustrated in the comparative di- 
visional slices of American and Russian 
troops. A divisional slice is the number of 
troops needed to support a single division 
in combat. Under war conditions, Russia 
would have a divisional slice of 22,000 men. 
This country’s would be about 70,000. In 
brief, that means we are using 70,000 men 
to achieve practically the same firepower 


at the front as Russia achieves with 22,000 
men. 


We cannot afford this extravagance. 
Russia controls one-third of the world’s 
population — about 800,000,000 people. 
America’s population is only 150,000,000 
and the population of all the Western de- 
fense coalition is less than 500,000,000. We 
don’t have manpower to waste. 


Sen. Johnson said on-the-spot visits to 
16 basic training centers disclosed enough 
men qualified for combat to form three 
to five extra combat divisions without any 
over-all increase in the armed forces’ per- 
sonnel. 

Let Sen. Johnson’s committee and the 
Congress prod the armed forces into tight- 
ening up. Most of the “chair corps” jobs 
can be held by women or by men physi- 
cally unfit for combat.

“Dear Mr. Tarver: Was interested in your column of this 
date which quotes a letter from a reader who seems disturbed 
over the fact that her landlady reads her paper first in the 
mornings. 

“Although not stated, the reader must live in a house that has 
been expropriated by our Republic through rent control legisla- 
tion. After the landlady receives 1942 rental and pays 1951 fates 
for plumbing services—$5 to $7 per hour, roofing services—$4 to 
$6 per hour, and painting services—$3 to $5 per hour, she does not 
have funds to purchase a morning paper. 


“Most of, the property under control is old and in need of 
repairs of some sort, but the owner is unable to pay for needed 
repairs at present labor and material prices. Large slum areas 
will of course be the result. 

“The reader says that apartments are hard to get. She should 
read The Constitution want-ads some time.

Everybody 
Was Too Hasty 


— : Because of slow mail service, Harold 
~~ S ag Martin beat some of his columns back to the 
States from Korea. Following is one of sev- 

eral which were delayed. 


MUNSAN, Korea—Dear Ralph: Well, the peace train seems to 
be back on the tracks again, and I for one am breathing a vast 
and gusty sigh of relief, for it looked for a few days as if the whole 
cease-fire would come to a halt on the issue of the press—a thing 
which none of the press, for all their screaming and hollering to 
be admitted to Kaesong, really wanted. It is a most complicated 
story, and nobody yet quite fully knows what happened. All I 
know is that the press—or some sections of it, behaved very badly; 
the military, in a few instances,: behaved very stupidly, and the 
result was a colossal foul-up that reflected little credit on any- 
body until tempers cooled. 

What happened was this as I remember the chain of events. 
When the press showed up at Munsan, site of the peace camp, 
they were kept away from the negotiators, could not speak to 
them and could not photograph them. Even the good gray New 
York Times’ representative got sore at this. Tempers were 
Strained, and an MP pushed, or started to push, an INS photog- 
rapher, who told him to keep his hands off. By the time this story 
got back to the States Walter Winchell had it that the photogra- 
pher, a character named Fred Waters, had been manhandled. 
This wasn’t so, but the press had gotten the idea they were being 
ignored, so at that night’s session they were pretty sore. 


Howl The military brought in Colonel Kinney, the Atlantan, 
to brief the crowd, and he did a magnificent job, but 
when he reported that the Reds had cameramen and probably 
reporters present, that set our press howling again. Howling so 
loud that Ridgway himself had to come down the next night 
and tell them that negotiations were in a delicate stage, and that 
he would see to it that the press went in at the proper time. 
. Then the night after the first formal meeting, instead of send- 
ing an officer over to brief us who had been there, they sent 
the chief censor, Walt Preston—another Atlantan, by the way, and 
a fine combat commander and a good guy. And they gave Preston 
an awfully rough time, asking him questions that only a man who 
had been there could answer, such as the color of the shingles on 
the roof of the building in which the negotiators met. This no 
doubt seemed idiotic to Preston, but you will understand as 
would any writer, that the guys were fighting for any fragment 
of news or color that would give authenticity to their stories. 
George Campbell, a Navy captain, was there, and came under heavy 
fire, too, from the most raucous and angry segment of the press, 
whose clamor stemmed partly from the fact that some of them 
had, as my cook Eva used to say, been at the bitters. When George 
got back to his car, bruised and angry, he found that the bitters 
these characters had been at were his own. They had swiped his 
whisky to give them courage to chew him. He has not yet recov- 
ered fully from that blow. 


Shame This was a most disgraceful hassle, and most. folks 
were ashamed of it. But the next day came word that 
the Reds had agreed that five Army photographers could come in. 
So, with the permission of the high command, five commercial pho- 
tographers stripped off their newspaper and magazine identifica- 
tion and went in as military photographers, which seemed to me 
at the time to be a most dangerous breach of faith with the Com- 
munists. But nothing happened, and they got a good story. 

Then next day, bless my soul, to everybody’s surprise, Adm. 
Joy delivered an ultimatum to the Reds that we were going to bring 
in the press or break off the talks, and when we started in with 
them the Reds turned them back and the talks were broken Off. 
The word that the talks had stopped hit the press train like a 
bomb. Nobody wanted this to happen and it scared hell out of the 
crowd who had been yelling so loud about the rights of the press. 
Never did I hear so much soul searching, so much talk about the 
responsibilities of the press as compared with its “freedom.” Friends 
of years’ standing almost came to blows and there was much 
bitter talk. Men, among them me, cursed themselves for not shout- 
ing down the group who had brought the greatest pressure, and some 
of the Britishers wanted to send a memo to Ridgway urging him 
to get on with the talks, regardless of the press issue. 


Doubts Then some doubts began to creep in. It became clear 

to some, or it seemed clear, that Ridgway was too 
strong, a man to let himself be pressured into a drastic action such 
as this which would jeopardize the whole peace, by a few hysteri- 
cal shouters among the press corps. There was some deeper reasun 
behind it, and for a while nobody quite knew what it was. Then 
it came out. Ridgway had used the clear-cut press issue to break 
off negotiations, but his real reason was that the Communists, by 
their armed guards, by assuming the role of hosts to a vanquished 
aggressor who came under a white flag, had made the situation 
untenable, from a propaganda standpoint, for our side. Actually, 
our negotiators had not, up to this time, seemed to mind the white 
flag business. But the press in its early anger and frustration 
at being denied this access to the news, had blown this up until 
it had become important. 

Anyway, the Chinese agreed, fairly readily, to all that Ridgway 
demanded, which convinces me they are just as eager to stop this 
war as we are. And I, being incurably optimistic in this situation, 
feel that maybe by the time you get this there will be a cease-fire.

The Good Parnell Thomas Did 


NEW YORK—The conduct for which John Parnell] Thomas, a former chaii‘- 
man of the House committee on un-American activities, was sent to prison was 
inexcusable even though many other members of Congress have enjoyed the 


same financial result without incurring criminal guilt. 


Thomas arranged to receive 


_ SES kickbacks from persons who were carried on government payrolls, but did no 
% os &axo§ work for their pay. Thomas earned the hatred of all Communists and the agents 


and accomp 


s of the party by his excellent work in exposing traitorism. Today, with American 


soldiers in war against the industrial power of Soviet Russia, a revelation made by Thomas of the 
Soviet raid on the American patent office reserves renewed consideration. 


He disclosed that the Russians had not re- 
leased a single Russian patent to the United 
States since 1927, whereas our government had 
dumped hundreds of thousands of them on Rus- 
sian agents in New York, including 60,000 in 
one batch. 


“One order, dated Jan. 2, 1945, called for 
all paténts for the year 1942 afid part of 
1943,” Mr. Thomas said. 


Jesse Jones was secretary of Commerce, com- 
manding the Patent Bureau in his over-all au- 
thority, on Jan. 2, 1945, but Roosevelt soon ditched 
him and appointed in his place bubblehead Wal- 
lace. Our laws covering patents were such that, 
with special exceptions which were withheld 
from the freely available list, anyone could get 
a copy of any patent for 25 cents, raised from 
a dime. Those few secret patents doubtless were 
almost as easily obtained by the enemy through 
the traitors who infested the regime. 

Thomas insisted, however, that our law did not 
compel us to jump quickly and whip through 
the orders whenever a Russian bureau demanded 
a batch of patents, but allowed us to demur and 
even refuse to deliver. 

Thomas carefully proved his dismal case and 
he did not exaggerate, although he was ridiculed, 
for saying that Russia “may be on her way to 
the discovery of many, if not all, of our industrial 
processes and secrets which constitute the great 
secret of the atomic bomb.” 

Thomas was brought to earth by Drew Pear- 
son who had persistently hounded the most ef- 
fective fighters against the Communist treachery 
and: had been alert to belittle the notorious 
Amerasia case as a trifle when it was, in fact, 
the key to the vast Soviet conspiracy to take 
over China. It was known even then that Pear- 
son had employed David Karr as an “operative” 
although Karr had worked on the Daily Worker 
in New York, but it was not known then, nor 
was it known until a short time ago, that Pearson 
also employed for about three years an outright 
Communist named Andrew Older, who died with- 


out being exposed. 
‘The Washington Post, which brazenly plugs 


the Pearson line, was able to find excuses for the 
extreme treachery of Alger Hiss, the protege of 
Felix Frankfurter who is, in turn, a household god 
of the Post. But it found no extenuation for 


the crime of Parnell Thomas which was, in its 
fiscal effect on the government, common prac- 
tice in both Houses of Congress for many years.

Their Playing 


When small boys and girls are 
very young they have many 
things to learn, not only in re- 
gard to themselves, like id woe 
to eat, to sense when they need 
to go to the bathroom, and to 
acquire other routine habits; but 
also they have to learnThow to 
play with other children. 


Gradually they pass through 
phases like the occasional bite- 
and-scratch stage, and the “It’s 
mine!” stage about their toys. 
They learn give-and-take; they 
learn that sometimes they must 
compromise in playing games 
and using playthings. 

So, by the time they’re 6 or 7 
sometimes, with some chil- 
dren, even at 5 and 4—they are 
able to play together happily for 
long periods. This serenity is

When in doubt of what to serve for quick noontime meals, 
think of S and S. The S and S eliminates all need of an S.O.S. for 
helpful lunch tips because S and §S stands for a popular noon 
combination ... a soup and salad or soup and sandwich, From 
your handy shelf take a can of vegetable soup and heat according 
to directions on the can. Just before serving add the contents of a 
can of chopped meats for juniors. Chopped beef or pork or liver 
makes a savory and hearty addition. Or add a can of chopped 
veal to a can of cream of celery or chicken soup. Serve with a 
chilled cole slaw or green salad or with a crisp lettuce and cu- 
cumber sandwich to round out a mighty tempting meal. 


IT IS A GOOD IDEA to let the left hand know what the right 
is doing, especially when it comes to house cleaning. Home econo- 
mists, who study more efficient ways of doing things, say many 
chores can be done quicker and with less than normal effort if two 
hands instead of one are used for routine cleaning. 

Even such a job as window washing can be simplified by the 
two-handed technique. Wet a window pane with a cloth or sponge 
held in the left hand and wipe it dry with a squeegee held in the 
right hand.

BRANDIED PEACHES 


Select firm unblemished peaches, peel and place in layers in 
jar or crock. Cover each layer with sugar, filling all crevices be- 
tween peaches, When jar is full, place plate inside on top of peaches, 
weight it, cover jar to keep out dust and let stand overnight. Next 
morning peaches will have shrunk about half and a quantity of 
syrup will be present. Add more peaches and sugar to refill the 
jar. Repeat for a week or until after standing ‘overnight, jar re- 
mains full. Cover and do not seal for 6 weeks. Keep peaches sub- 
merged in syrup at all times and put crock in pan for syrup may 
run over. Do not expose to extremes of heat or cold. Remove any 
scum that forms on the surface. After 6 weeks, seal with a layer 
of hot paraffin directly on peaches and store in a cool place. Or 
place peaches in glass jars, fill jars with syrup and seal.

Are The Ten Commandments Obsolete: 


Does more education mean 
less religion? Do today’s young 
adults follow the Ten Com- 
mandments? Is the Golden 
Rule outdated? Is the Virgin 
Birth just a Bible myth? , 

One-hundred - seventy-seven 
students at the Atlanta Division 
of the University of Georgia, 
average age 24 and 25, pondered 
these ageless questions in a re- 
ligious attitude survey given 
them recently. As far as the 
University knows, this is the 
first survey of its type. given in 
the South. 


The Ten Commandments ‘‘get 
stretched to fit the situation,” 
Kenneth Warren, one of the 
authors of the test interpreted 
the answers -to four questions 
that paraphrased the Command- 
ments. 

“Killing is justifiable,” 61 per- 
cent of the students believed, 
in case of self defense or in war. 
Many of those tested were vet- 


lies or in social situations, i. e. 
flattering the hostess. Almost 
half stated stealing was justi- 
fied in an emergency, like your 
children being hungry. 


The Sabbath Day should be 
kept holy, more than half 
agreed. A followup to this ques- 
tion drew admissions from 81l 
percent that there were times 
when they would rather “play 
golf, tennis, etc.” 

The Golden Rule, paraphrased 
to read “Should you treat others 
as you would want them to 
treat you,” got 100 percent 
“ves” answers. “Is love of God 
more important than love of 
self” got almost all “‘yesses.” 

“Is Baptism necessary for 
salvation?” brought a surprising 
response to Margaret Steffner, 
another of the authors of the 
test. Only 18 percent answered 
3 yes.” Almost three - fourths 
said “no” to this doctrinal law. 

The controversial question, 
“Do you believe in the Virgin 


said “no” were mostly girls, J. 
D. Thomas, one of the testers, 
noted. 

Religious puzzlers such as 
“Will only Christians be saved?” 
stumped these scholars. too. 
About half answered “don’t 
know.” And almost half “don’t 
know” whether staunch follow- 
ers of religions other than 
Christianity will be saved or 
not. 


The Apostles’ Creed still 
holds, the test showed. A good 
majority believed that Christ 
arose from the dead; Jesus is 
the Messiah; and he ascended 
into Heaven, . 

Prayer is answered, almost all 
students believed. Even a few 
re a members agreed to 
this. 

“Hell, fire and damnation” 
are out. Sixty-seven percent be- 
lieved in Hell, But only 32 per- 
cent see it as a “place composed 
of fire and brimstone.” Only 
299 percent believed there is a 


Heaven with “streets of pure 
gold, beautiful mansions and 
pearly gates.” Only.21 of those 


tested saw it that way. Eighty-, 


one percent believed in Heaven. 

Evidently religion goes with 
higher education,” Mr. Warren 
said, interpreting the results. 
Eighty-five percent of those 
tested were church members. 
Fifty percent reported they are 
“active in church work, belong 
to a Sunday school class, sing 
in the choir or teach Sunday 
School.”

Stressed 


NEW. YORK—(#) —July 29— 
Education for women, say 254 
college president and secondary 
school heads, should: 

1. Prepare modern wom- 

an, who owns most of the 

“ wealth in this country, to use 
her spending power wisely. 

2. Teach her how to set the 
moral, spiritual and artistic 
tones for her future family. 


3. Encourage her to exercise 
her voting privileges intelli- 
gently. 

4. Provide adequately for 
her when her family has 
grown up and she has more 
leisure time. 


These, in essence, were the 
replies given to Dr. Roland De 
Marco, president of Finch Jun- 
jor College, in New York City, 
when he asked: Are American 
colleges offering modern woman 
the kind of education she needs 
in today’s society? If not, how 
should she be educated? 

The educators, he _ reports, 
were glmost unanimous in 
agreeing*%hat a liberal arts edu- 
cation ought to be supplemented 
with practical courses and ac- 
tual experience in buying con- 
sumer goods. 

“As prices increase ... €x- 
pertness in purchasing becomes 
more vital,” said Dr. M. G. Nel- 
son of State College, Albany, 
N. Y. Not only that. commented 
Dean Iona Berry of the Uni- 
versity of Alabama, but “con- 
sumer education is needed ... 
so that (women) may exercise 
such knowledge in teaching 
their children.” 

Contrarywise, Dr. Fenton 
Keyes wf Skidmore College, 
Saratoga Springs, N. Y., main- 
tained, “One can take so few 
courses in a two or four-year 
period that a college is not jus- 
tified in presenting such special- 
ized material” whether for men 
or women. 

All educators were agreed, 
however, that women by and 
large are better judges of values 
than are men. 

A majority agreed also that 
more art should be taught. Too 
few people know how to live 
in beautiful surroundings, they 
said. Art in the home lags. It 
should be a shared experience 
in the daily living of every 
member of the family. But this 
doesn’t mean “a string quartet 
in every living room,” com- 
mented Dr. Lynn White Jr.. 
Mills College. Oakland. Calif. 

“If a woman is properly edu- 
cated in the arts.” said Dr. Her- 
bert N. Heston. president of 
Hood College, Frederick, Md., 
“she will bring this experience 
in daily living to her family by 
mere example. If she takes a 
special course in how to heckle 
them into seeing or hearing 
beauty, her husband has legiti- 
mate grounds for divorce.” 

Despite their greater numbers, 
fewer women vote than men, the 
educators told Dr. DeMarco. 
And moral decadence in politi- 
cal. social and economic life 
worried them. Moral guidance, 
they said. is the responsibility 
of the mother. A _ nation is 
strong, morally and spiritually, 
in proportion to the “moral and 
spiritual strength of its woman- 
hood,” said the Rev. Frederick 
J. Easterly of St. John’s Univer- 
sity. Brooklyn, N. Y. 

Women need to know how 
to.vote more intelligently, the 
educators agreed. Their whole 
college experience, the courses 
they take in political science. 
and. special courses should 
emphasize this. 

What we need here. com- 
mented Dean Lois J. Harner of 
State Teachers College, Slipperv 
Rock, Pa., is a “grass roots” 
education.

One-fourth pound of cheese 
food or aged cheese will vield 
1 cup shredded cheese to 
sprinkle on soups, salads, cas- 
serole dishes, baked potatoes, 
sauces and hot toasted bread?

Little Chicken 
Stretches Far 
In Casserole 


A small amount of chicken 
goes a long way in this simple 
but interesting dish. No addi- 
tional salt is called for; how- 
ever, taste gravy and season it 
again if necessary:

Steel Production Threatened By Acute Scrap Shortage 


Business, Industry Urged 
To Get Scrap to Dealers 


America’s steel mills, operating 
at record capacity, may be forced 
to cut production unless dormant 
iron andjsteel scrap is moved 
rapidly iffto the hands of scrap 
dealers. 

A drop in the output of steel 
would seriously affect the national 
defense program and result in 
further cutbacks in consumer 
goods, 

Quick action by the presidents 
and general managers of big and 
little factories, plants and mills 
can save the steel industry from 
the threatened blow. 


Management is asked to start 
an emergency inspection and in- 
ventory of all heavy steel, wheth- 
ed machines, equipment, beams or 
plates. In storage rooms and odd 
corners is idle, obsolete machinery 
equipment. Now is the time 
to write it off inventory. 

PRICES OF SCRAP IS HIGH 


A check of scrar dealers in 
the Atlanta area reveals that 
prices on iron and steel scrap 
are at near-record highs. Pres- 
ent prices on iron and steel scrap 
range from $27.49 to $30.49 per 
gross ton under OPS ceilings. 

Scrap dealers throughout 
area are moving steel and iron 
scrap to the mills as quickly as 
possible. The names of these deal- 
ers can be obtained from the yel- 
low pages of the telephone di- 
rectory.

Recognizing the seriousness of 
the scrap shortage, a special pro- 
gram is being conducted by the 
National Production Authority to 
seek out dormant scrap and place 
it in normal channels as quickly 
as possible. 

A greater Atlanta Scrap Mo- 
bilization Committee has been 
formed, composed of representa- 
tives of the local steel and scrap 
industry. Emmet Rushin, execu- 
tive vice president of the South- 
ern Farm Equipment Manufac- 
turers, Inc., is chairman.

For every ingot ton of steel pro- 
duced. a half ton or more of scrap 
is needed. The Atlantic Steel 
Company, which operates three 
open hearth furnaces in Atlanta, 
uses presently a mix of approxi- 
mately 75 percent scrap.
